Our Honorary Member, Herbert Hoover, Jr 
W6ZH, gave a most excellent address to the 
QCWA at the Annual Dinner celebrating the 
loth anniversary of the founding of the 
Washington Chapter. Herb reminisced over 
much of the history of amateur radio and 
reviewed some of the past accomplishments 
of amateurs, He then asked where do we go 
today and tomorrow? Amateur radio used to 
be a very attractive hobby to boys who had 
a yen toward science and electronics. 
Today the radio is but one of a great num- 
ber of challenging scientific hobbies, 
There is a noticeable dropping off in the 
number of new youngsters entering amateur 
radio. Herb suggests we all ought to 
explore means for interesting more quali- 
fied youngsters to enter the amateur ranks.
